History of the School 

M ORE than half a century ago, when the State of Virginia, now famed for 
its many excellent schools, could boast of but few preparatory schools, 
the Augusta Military Academy was founded to supply the needs of the 
young men in and around Augusta County. The Augusta Male Academy, as it 
was then known, was a success from its beginning, and from a day school with a 
few boarding students, it rapidly developed into a boarding school with repre¬ 
sentatives from adjoining states. Many of the alumni hold today enviable posi¬ 
tions in the business and professional world, and their regard for, and loyalty to, 
the school have been largely instrumental in placing the Augusta Military Academy 
among the foremost schools of the South. 

In 1906, the founder and owner, Chas. S. Roller, owing to ill health, retired 
from active service and Thos. J. Roller and Chas. S. Roller, Jr., assumed control. 
Under their regime, the Augusta Military Academy has kept pace with the times, 
both as to improvements and a higher educational standard. 

With an enviable record behind it, the school looks forward to a greater 
future, ever striving for a higher degree of efficiency and ever keeping before it 
the knowledge that the school has in its hands, in a large measure, the molding of 
character, the success or failure of the young men who go from its doors to meet 
the duties and responsibilities of life.

A Word to Parents 

Sending your boy off to school is a matter of grave importance, as well as one of 
apprehension. In the first instance, the average boy when left to his own resources will 
gradually assert that element of manhood which is so needful in taking care of himself 
and which commands the respect and admiration of his companions. 

You may well appreciate the happy condition that exists at Augusta where all 
boys are under the same rule, where there is no divided authority and where spare 
time is filled with profitable guidance in such activities as drill, athletics, recreation, 
supervised study, etc. This calls for expert methods, developed by long and success¬ 
ful experience, of character building and the formation of habits and attitudes of the 
efficient man, especially striving to create an environment that develops the best in 
the boy and suppresses what is wrongful or harmful. 

School life affords the opportunity to a boy to make a practical test of the many 
good lessons learned at home, and it also lays bare the folly of “sham and cant”; our 
men of today are only boys grown up, and what they are and do can be traced back 
to what they were and did in school life. 

Our rules are based upon long experience and knowledge of boys. We know they 
are just and for the boy’s best interest. We solicit and expect active cooperation of 
every parent to secure the desired results. Do not write your boy permission to do 
anything or to go anywhere without first advising with us, as we have experienced 
some trouble in the past by parents granting permission contrary to the school’s reg¬ 
ulations. 

We do not seek a promiscuous patronage, and we do not conduct a reform school 
in any sense of the word. If your boy is unwilling to give obedience to our regulations, 
and to deport himself in an honorable manner, we do not desire him. Of course, we 
are broad enough to expect a certain amount of innocent mischief and breach of regu¬ 
lations which do not reflect upon the character and standing of the boy. 

Your son will be exposed to some temptations. He would have even greater 
temptations in the city and in the larger schools, where there can not be exercised 
the same individual attention as in the smaller schools. The average boy who “goes 
wrong” has a dozen reasons why he should not and only one why he does, and that 
may be either the desire or bad companions. 

We do not promise to do the impossible, but we do assure the parents that their 
son will have every means known to us that his life here may be one of profit, intellec¬ 
tually, morally, and physically. 

Our Purpose 

The Academy is essentially a College preparatory school, and our purpose is to 
equip boys with the proper foundation for entrance to the various Universities and the 
Government Academies or to fit them for the duties and responsibilities of life. In these 
strenuous days of swift moving events, many boys are being swept off their feet and it

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is our sincere belief that the military schools are rendering a valuable service in reclaim¬ 
ing and shaping the manhood of today. Our methods are not designed primarily to make 
soldiers, but the training proves invaluable in meeting great national emergencies. We 
endeavor to teach our boys to obey constituted authority, for no one is qualified to 
command who has not learned to obey. The military life promotes obedience, respect, 
and a dignified courtesy. 

The Principals, with the experience of many years and assisted by an able corps of 
teachers, know that they are achieving each year not only splendid academic results but 
also are instilling in the boys in their every day life and contact those qualities and 
virtues that make for real manhood, stressing at all times honorable conduct, faithful 
performance of duty, a decent regard for rules and authority, sympathetic feeling for 
the other fellow, love of fair play, and faith in one’s self. 

Our Advantageous Location 

The Academy, established seventy-eight years ago, is located in one of the most 
beautiful sections of the Shenandoah Valley, 1300 feet above the sea level, amid an 
intelligent and refined community, remote from the pernicious and demoralizing influ¬ 
ences incident to city or town. Away from theatres, moving pictures, pool-rooms, and 
other allurements that tempt the boy, it is not so difficult for him to apply his mind and 
time to study and to keep within the bounds of rectitude and morality. 

The ideal school must make its home in the quiet hills, close to nature, on a farm 
surrounded by farms, and Augusta can well boast of all of this. 

Our country location enables us to have ample grounds for all sports, parades, and 
other military exercises. 

How To Reach Ft. Defiance (Route 11 —Lee Highway) 

From all points north of Washington, railroad tickets should be purchased to 
Staunton, Va., via Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad. 

Ample accommodations can be found in Staunton for parties arriving at night. 
There are several automobile lines running from Staunton through Fort Defiance. 

From southern points, the best routes are via Richmond or Charlottesville, Va., to 
Staunton. Boys from the west should secure tickets via Chesapeake & Ohio to Staunton. 

Where possible, it is very desirable that all baggage be checked to Staunton, Va. 

All telegrams should be sent to “Augusta Military Academy, Va.” 

Admission 

No special examination is required, and boys as young as twelve years of age are 
received into the Academy. 

Boys are admitted at any time during the school year, but it is urgently desired 
that they be entered at the opening of the session, in order that they may begin work 
with the regular classes. Too often boys are allowed to enter school after the work has 
begun and they find it discouraging to take up the classes they would ordinarily suit. 
We would request our patrons to bear this in mind, for neither school nor boy can 
meet the requirements when several weeks of valuable time have been lost. 
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The school is by no means a reformatory, and a boy of confirmed 
bad habits cannot remain in the school. We would prefer no boy to 
enter who does not intend to be a gentleman. 

Limited Numbers 

The school is limited in numbers, as we believe it to be a physical 
impossibility to give a large number of young boys the proper super¬ 
vision and personal attention, the lack of which is exceedingly dis¬ 
astrous. 

Method 

The Augusta Military Academy is neither a loafing place nor a 
treadmill. The Principals are men of long experience, who have made 
teaching and the study of boys their life work. The rules they have 
adopted are the results of that experience and study. Unreasonable 
harshness breeds rebellion; careless laxity produces contempt. Reas¬ 
onable rules and measures of discipline are used, but implicit obedience 
to them is required. While the cadets are always under supervision, 
no system of espionage is tolerated. 

Supervision 

The average boy while preparing his lessons needs a great deal 
of attention in the way of assistance and encouragement; for this 
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reason all boys that are failing in any of their work are required to 
prepare their lessons in the study-hall under the direction of members 
of the faculty. Absolute order and perfect quiet are required and 
maintained. Long experience has shown that this system is preferable 
to any other. The boys who stand well in scholarship are allowed to 
study in their rooms. Tivo teachers are on duty every evening to 
supervise the study hall and give needed assistance. 

Winning The Boy’s Confidence 

The Academy has, from its inception, enjoyed the reputation of 
high moral character. Should any pupil, after a fair trial, prove in¬ 
corrigibly vicious and without a sense of honor, he will be promptly 
expelled, as his retention would be injurious to the school; but where 
the pupil is only self-willed, self-indulgent, and indolent, the Principals 
will cheerfully and zealously undertake to win the boy’s confidence, 
foster his self-respect, and appeal to his better instincts and noble 
nature, so that he may develop into a worthy, ambitious young man. 

System of Work 

Believing that study, like other work, is rendered more pleasant 
and profitable when systematically pursued, we endeavor to utilize the 
pupil’s time and to further his interest by a methodical arrangement

Spring Season of all his hours. 1 lie call to work and duty must be observed with 

the same promptness and alacrity as is the dismissal for play and 

recreation. 

Seven hours, properly divided, out of every twenty-four, are 
devoted to zealous, earnest labor in the schoolroom. The pupils 
prepare each day’s lessons with the assistance of the teachers, and are 
thus encouraged and enabled to make satisfactory recitations, and in 
this way the boy of ordinary capacity, if he be studious and indus¬ 
trious, may outstrip those of even more brilliant talents. 


Reports 

An important factor to good individual work is the small size of 
all classes. An average of about fourteen boys to a class is generally 
maintained. With small classes the teachers are able to find the needs 
of every boy and render that personal assistance which is not possible 
when so many pupils are gathered together. A portion of each period 
is set aside daily for a brief pre-view of the next day’s work, conse¬ 
quently the members of the class are able to prepare the assignments 
in a definite, intelligent manner. 

A candid report of each cadet, stating the progress, conduct, num¬ 
ber of demerits, etc., will be sent to his parents every month. This 
report is not simply a matter of form, and should not be so regarded 
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by the parent. If your boy is not proving satisfactory, write to him 
and let him know it if you are disappointed, as well as let him know it 
if you are pleased with his work. 

Too often parents seemingly lose interest in the education of their 
children and leave it all to the school. This is a mistake, and we par¬ 
ticularly desire the parents to keep in close touch with the advancement 
and work of their sons.

Discipline 

In order to secure efficient and rapid progress in study, the most 
thorough discipline will be maintained. This is mainly secured by cul¬ 
tivating the pupil’s self-respect, winning his esteem, appealing to a 
nice sense of honor, that we endeavor to engender, and by constantly 
keeping before him the imperative necessity of maintaining an honor¬ 
able standing in class and a correct and gentlemanly deportment both 
in and out of school. 

Home Life 

We insist that the home life of the Academy is one of our best 
and leading features. 

This is hardly possible in schools of such large numbers, where 
individual attention and close relationship are practically out of the 
question, and in such cases a boy soon feels that he is simply “one 
among many.”

With us the teachers are able to cultivate an intimate association 
and acquaintance with each boy, and he is made to feel that a personal 
interest is taken in his welfare and progress. 

The teachers take their meals with the cadets, which fact should 
be sufficient evidence that all are well provided for. 

Health 

The health of the boys is one of our first considerations. Every 
precaution is taken to prevent carelessness and indiscretion in their 
dress, from which sickness often results. Plenty of exercise in the 
open air, excellent water, wholesome food, and systematic work will 
produce wonderful results with any boy. 

We are situated in one of the most healthful sections of the 
famous Shenandoah Valley, and our health record is remarkable. The 
Academy has its own water system, and pure, fresh water is conveni¬ 
ent to all the rooms. 

The buildings are modern and steam-heated and lighted by elec¬ 
tricity. Ventilation and sanitary conditions are looked after carefully. 

As soon as the Academy opens in the fall, the school physician 
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gives each new cadet a thorough examination. Measurements are Cadet 

taken and special attention is given to the condition of the heart, lungs, 
and general health. During the winter months the cadets are required 
to wear the military overcoat. Experience has demonstrated that ex¬ 
ercise in the fresh air keeps the body in a healthy condition. 

In case of sickness the cadet will receive the careful attention of 
the school physician, and parents may rest assured that they will be 
promptly notified as to the welfare and condition of their son. 

Infirmary 

The Academy has its infirmary apart from the main barracks. A trained nurse is in 
constant charge and any cadet who is unfit to attend to his regular duties must remain 
in the infirmary until he has been discharged by the school physician. 

Every precaution is taken to safe-guard the health of the cadets. “Sick Call” is 
blown every afternoon, and all cadets who do not feel well at that time must report for 
examination and treatment. Cases of sickness arising at other times of the day receive 
prompt attention, for the infirmary is always open. 

On Choosing a School 

College preparatory years are about the hardest years of youth. Hardest for the 
parent. Hardest for the boy. Most significant in developing the bent of his after life. 

He may be a grind—and grow up with glasses and a hollow chest. He may be 
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shy and lacking in that so-important social poise. He may get in with 
a crowd of rowdy detrimentals. When he gets to college, his prepara¬ 
tion may have been faulty in any one of half a dozen ways. 

You cannot be too careful in choosing a preparatory school where 
boys of his age are understood, supervised, directed, and taught as 
much by their associates as by the faculty. Where a nice balance is 
maintained between study and games, simplicity and social experience. 
Where he will lay a foundation, not only for passing entrance exami¬ 
nations, but for his life’s profession and his life’s friendships. 

The first thing that should interest a parent in choosing a school 
is its location as to healthfulness. A cultured mind and a sickly body 
make a poor combination. A boy whose health is impaired at the 
training school is shut off from a college career and from the promise 
of success in any career. The Augusta Military Academy can promise 
as near a perfect security in the matter of health as can be offered 
anywhere.

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Ihe food furnished is well cooked, and chosen with special reference to wholesome¬ 
ness. The Academy’s farm supplies vegetables in season, beef, mutton, and pork. A 
local dairy furnishes the school with eighty gallons daily of pure, fresh milk. 

The next important question is as to the moral atmosphere. Every effort is made 
to keep this pure. The school is not a reformatory, and bad hoys will not he accepted. 

The teachers contribute very largely to the success of any school. It should suffice 
to say that every teacher is a graduate from a college of high standing, and possesses the 
faculty not only to teach, but also to win the respect and admiration of the students. 

The Kind of Boys We Want 

We desire to welcome boys who are imbued with manly hopes and ambitions. 
Augusta Military Academy is primarily a school for gentlemen’s sons. We want only 
boys who will apply themselves studiously during the work hours; who will play heartily 
during recreation hours; boys who will at all times be high-toned, courteous gentlemen. 
With such material, it is the teacher’s pleasure to reach the boys and instill ideals and 
principles that may guide them through life. The teachers enter into all the interests of 
the hoys and seek to develop the very best that is in them. 

Self-Government 

Self-government is the best of all governments in the junior republics, as well as in 
the great ones. So far as possible then, we try to foster this expression of the principles 
that we inculcate. We believe the American boys need a stronger and more refined sys¬ 
tem of self-government than other boys. Often they are more indulged at home, and, 
as a whole, are rather less tractable. 

Hence we have adopted the military system, with its steady regularity and impar¬ 
tiality, its wide room for gradation of responsibilities, and its traditions of fidelity to 
honor. We hope to trace its permanent influence in the after careers of our cadets, and 
to prove that an esprit de corps in a school life is of priceless value. 

Faculty 

The corps of teachers consists of College trained men, many of whom have been 
associated with this Academy for the past fifteen years or more and we know that they 
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are qualified to teach. Results speak for themselves. The Academy is 
opposed to the professional athletic coach whose position more or less 
depends on his turning out winning teams. Many of our teachers have 
been college athletes and the various sports are supervised and coached 
by these gentlemen, who by this contact establish a very close relation 
with the boys under their leadership. 


Honor System 

The Honor System has been in Augusta since its foundation. It 
embraces not only examinations and daily recitations, but also every 
phase of cadet-life, including permits, reports, and personal conduct. 
The whole plan is constructive and stimulates the cadet’s purpose, 
interest, will-power and his spirit of trying to do his best. There are 
simple regulations for the conduct of the cadet as he lives in the 
Academy, but the fundamental is that he be truthful, honorable, and 
clean-minded. Some of the regulations of the Academy are published, 
others live by tradition. Representatives from the various classes con¬ 
stitute the Honor Court, and whenever a cadet has been found guilty 
of a flagrant breach of the honor code, he is promptly dismissed from 
the school.

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Moral and Religious Influences 

The Academy is situated within two hundred yards of the Old Augusta Church, in 
which religious services are held every Sabbath and which students are required to at¬ 
tend unless excused on account of sickness. Arrangements are made whereby members 
of the Catholic and Jewish Faiths will be sent to Staunton each Sunday to attend their 
own Churches. The Principals reserve the right, in case of lack of transportation or bad 
weather, to require these boys to attend the non-denominational services that are held 
at the Old Stone Church adjoining the Campus. They also reserve the right to refuse 
permission to attend Church in Staunton when the above mentioned cadets seem to lose 
interest in attending their own Churches. The school pastor conducts classes in Bib¬ 
lical history and gives such religious instruction as may be deemed proper in a school 
that is strictly non-sectarian. But while non-sectarian in the matter of creed, we use 
every means in our power to teach high, moral, and religious ideals. We believe a strong 
character to be the first requisite to a well-rounded manhood, and to develop this is our 
first aim. There is thrown around the cadets every possible influence which will make 
for courage, honesty, truthfulness, a sense of honor, and a reverence for sacred things. 

Moral instruction is given upon every possible occasion. The cadets are particularly 
fortunate in having wholesome surroundings; clean, manly associates; high and honor¬ 
able traditions and a religious spirit permeating the inner life of the school that reaches 
every boy. Each morning there is a short prayer-service in the study-hall which all 
teachers and cadets attend. 

Y. M. C. A. 

A Young Men’s Christian Association has existed among the cadets for the past 
thirty years and its meetings are held every Sunday night and are well attended by the 
student body. Prominent speakers are secured from time to time who aid materially in 
making the Association’s program not only very attractive but also very helpful to the 
cadets. 

Barracks 

The barracks are built of steel and concrete, the only wood being the doors and 
windows, and therefore they are absolutely fireproof. The cadets’ quarters are ample in 
size, neat and comfortable, yet thoroughly military and sanitary. As a general rule, 
only two cadets occupy a room, and each cadet has his individual table, closet, shelf, 
light and bed. Every room opens out on a porch, as the barracks are arranged in a 
quadrangle, and every room has perfect ventilation. The extensiveness of the new bar¬ 
racks permits of a post-office, band-room, laundry-lockers, trunk-room, and various 
other conveniences necessary in a well-regulated military school. 

All, the buildings are heated by the most improved system from a central heating 
plant, and there is an abundance of pure spring water which is fed bv gravity to every 
part of the building. 

Academic Buildings 

The Memorial Building has been completely re-modeled and converted into an aca¬ 
demic building in which there is a large study-hall accommodating 300 cadets in single 
desks. This hall is well heated, lighted, and ventilated, and is one of the finest of its 
kind in the South. 

The building contains also modern class rooms equipped with tablet arm-chairs and 
ample slate blackboards; in short, the cadets have all the comforts and conveniences of a 
modern academic building.

The gymnasium is built of gray brick and is 72x170 feet. On the 
ground floor there are several large locker rooms with 325 lockers, a 
smaller gymnasium for the younger boys, a modern indoor shooting 
gallery, a private room for visiting athletic teams and ample showers 
and toilets. 

The gymnasium above is amply large for several basketball courts 
and it can easily accommodate a thousand spectators. A large stage 
with a dressing room on either side is located at one end in order that

so that the hoys will not be exposed to the weather on passing from one building to the 
other. The pool is heated during the winter months and frequent swimming matches 
are held with the nearby schools and College Freshmen teams. A member of the 
faculty coaches the various groups and Augusta has earned a very enviable tank record 
in the last few years. 

The pool varies in depth so that it is perfectly safe for the small boys and for 
those who are just learning to swim. 

The Academy has an abundance of pure, fresh water from its own system and 
consequently it entails no expense and very little trouble to change the water in the 
pool whenever it is desirable. 

Every boy is encouraged to join one of the swimming teams, not only from the 
pleasure that a boy derives from this sport, but also from the fact that every boy ought 
to know how to take care of himself in the water.

Life in school is not simply a preparation for something to come 
later. It is life in a very intense form. No greater mistake can he 
made than to suppose that any vigorous, forceful, real hoy can he best 
developed by making of him a bookworm for a few years, without 
giving him the chance to satisfy his perfectly normal and legitimate 
appetite for pleasure. Other things being equal, that school which 
does most for a boy’s pleasure secures the best hold upon his esteem 
and affections and thus is able to develop him most advantageously. 
The principals of Augusta Military Academy have provided for the 
cadets facilities for almost every kind of athletic exercise. Members 
of the faculty, under the supervision of Major Roller, have charge of 
the football, basketball, baseball, swimming, wrestling, boxing, fenc¬ 
ing, and track teams. 

Augusta has been celebrated for its excellent system of athletics, 
which has made it possible for our teams to excel to an extent far out 
of proportion to the size of the school. We have gained and sustained 
this advantage through the development of every boy. The student 
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body is given such broad physical training as will raise the general athletic standing 
of the school. With us, athletics is the means and not the end. 

The boys who succeed in winning a place upon any team in a major sport are 
awarded at the end of the session a white “A” as a badge of distinction and reward for 
their service on the team. 


Athletic Facilities 

The football field is located directly in front of barracks and by reason of its con¬ 
struction is not only unique but also very attractive in its appearance. Climbing roses 
and Japanese honeysuckle cover the banks and a wide macadam roadway encircles 
the entire field. The driveway, as can be seen in several of the pictures, is considerably 
elevated above the field on a good portion of the circle, and thus scores of automobiles 
can be parked around this natural amphitheatre and the spectators can witness the 
games with perfect comfort and pleasure. Dress parades on Sunday afternoons are 
held on this field, and it is not an uncommon occurrence to see the parade-ground 
entirely encircled by automobiles, and with the battalion of cadets in full-dress uniform 
marching across the campus headed by the cadet band, the scene is both beautiful and 
inspiring. 

A second athletic field, principally for baseball, tennis, and track teams, has been 
added to the plant and it is safe to say that few schools in the South have athletic facil¬ 
ities superior to those of the Augusta Military Academy. 

The School Bank 

The Academy conducts a bank which is controlled by Colonel Roller and main¬ 
tained entirely for the convenience of the cadets. Here all checks are cashed, transpor¬ 
tation purchased, etc. Cadets deposit their money at any time, and thus loss and foolish 
spending are obviated in a great measure. Banking hours are held once a week, and 
checks are used which are good only at the school bank. This banking system has 
largely solved the question of wasting money, as parents can not always know whether 
an article is necessary or not, while a deposit in the school bank puts us in charge of 
the situation. 


Medical Attention 

The school has its own infirmary which is in charge of a trained nurse, and any 
cadet who may be indisposed is at once sent to the infirmary, either for medicine or 
treatment. The school physician visits the infirmary each day, and a close watch is kept 
over all cadets who may be sick. The physician makes a physical examination of every 
cadet on arrival, and a complete chart of every boy is kept and held for comparison 
at the close of the session. 

A small charge is made at the infirmary to cover medicines, dressings, etc. The 
physician’s charges are reasonable, and for this reason we have not established a fixed

medical fee, as now many boys go through the entire year without any 
medical expense, whereas, in case of a fixed charge, hoys would he 
tempted to imagine themselves ill because they would feel that “they 
were entitled to a certain amount of sickness.” VVe have observed 
carefully both customs, and have adopted the present system. 

Holidays 

The Academy has always been opposed to promiscuous or exten¬ 
sive holidays, and we would urgently recpiest our patrons not to 
infringe upon this rule. A holiday of two weeks is granted for the 
Christmas vacation and also one day at Thanksgiving. A week-end 
furlough of about five days is granted to the cadets for a rest period 
immediately following the March examinations. The Principals feel 
that they are held responsible for the progress and advancement of 
the boys entrusted to their care, and they fully realize the distrac¬ 
tion of a few days’ vacation, which means not only absence from 
duties but a general cessation of all military and academic regulations. 







Informal dances are given twice a month in the large gymnasium and four formal 
dances are held during the session. These dances are very popular and many patrons, 
friends, and alumni from the nearby Colleges attend. 

Occasionally outside entertainments are brought to the Academy, so it may be 
safely said that the cadet’s life here is not one continuous grind. 

Amusements and Entertainments 

Every Saturday night talking pictures are shown in the school-auditorium. These 
pictures are high-class and up-to-date and are selected by the school authorities.

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The Advantages of Military Training 

It is not an uncommon idea that 
a Military School is designed to fit 
young boys for army service. To be 
plain and frank, this aim is one of 
least importance, and in fact, since 
the founding of the school, but few 
boys have ever enlisted in the regular 
service. We, however, endeavor to 
prepare our boys for the Government 
Academies, if desired, since gradua¬ 
tion from one of these means a high 
position in the army or navy. 

A true conception of a Military 
School can scarcely be obtained from 
reading a catalogue or even from 
hearing its merit praised by those who have had actual experience.

The military system is coming to be recognized more and more in this country as 
the ideal training for boys and young men. Objections to it are invariably grounded on 
ignorance. Our contention has always been that, while military training may fit our 
lads to serve their country in time of war, it is of far greater value to them and to 
their country as a training for peace. 

We hear a great deal sometimes about the discipline of a properly conducted mili¬ 
tary school, as though it were the most dominant characteristic. As a matter of fact, 
the discipline of a first-class military school is its least prominent feature, because it is 
so absolutely natural. To obey lawful authority is the most natural thing for a cadet to 
do. His obedience is instinctive from the start and soon becomes a habit. 

So then, military training inculcates the habit of obedience to law, respect for 
authority, and self-control on the part of the individual. It makes him a better citizen 
and a respecter of the law instead of its breaker. It feeds and thrives on love of 
country and hatred of anarchy. 

Scheme of Instruction 

The unit here operates under the War Department Program of Instruction for 
Essentially Military Schools. To carry on the instruction the War Department has 
furnished the necessary equipment, including rifles, cartridge belts, bayonets, pack 
equipment, automatic rifles, machine guns, trench mortar, mapping outfit, rifle range 
material, and ammunition. To do the instructing the necessary Regular Army person¬ 
nel is detailed and they are assisted by some other members of the faculty who have 
had previous mil*' training.

Scholastic Department 

I N SELECTING a school to which to send a boy, one of the pri¬ 
mary considerations is the character and standard of the scholastic 
work. The following questions naturally come to mind: 

Are the courses progressive, yet reasonably conservative? How 
will the courses offered fit a boy for advanced study? What kind of 
instructors are employed? 

Augusta gives careful attention to the arrangement of all classes 
and the selection of the instructors so that the students will enjoy 
superior advantages. Each member of the faculty has been carefully 
selected because of his fitness for boy leadership and instruction. 

Special attention is given to the boy who, 'for some good reason, 
has gotten behind in his work. Our aim is to form classes to suit the 
individual needs and not require boys to take up work for which they

English 

It is a frequent complaint that in our high schools too much attention is paid to 
the study of Ancient Languages and too little to the English, and that pupils are too 
often sent from their doors well drilled in Latin and French and having an indifferent 
acquaintance with the mother tongue. 

Here English is made the principal study, and is carried through the entire course. 
Outside reading is assigned as a part of the regular work, for too often boys leave the 
preparatory school with little or no knowledge of the English Classics. Aside from

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the practical benefits of this course, the boy becomes familiar with many quotations and 
extracts that may be heard in the society of educated and well-informed people, and 
furthermore, he is able to converse intelligently on the subject of English authors. 

Again, good reading broadens the field of thought, stimulates the desire to emulate 
successful men, arouses the latent force to a greater activity, and furnishes the mind 
with “material for reflection.” 

Fully realizing how a boy is handicapped who uses “bad grammar,” no effort is 
spared to correct this, and at all times, whether in the schoolroom or on the playground, 
the teachers, in a kindly manner, call the boy’s attention to his incorrect speech, and by 
this method of “keeping continually at it,” the boy soon becomes familiar with the 
proper forms of expression. 


Orthography 

Believing that no branch of education is more necessary than correct spelling, no 
pupil is excused from the study of orthography, and daily recitations in it are required 
from the entire school, divided into classes with reference to stage of advancement. 

Ancient Languages 

In this department a perfect knowledge of forms is insisted upon, and pupils are 
thoroughly grounded in the inflections. They are then instructed in syntax, and trans¬ 
late the authors in the order of their difficulty. Decided prominence is given to render¬ 
ing English into Latin, and daily exercises are required. 

Modern Languages 

We encourage our boys to pursue one or more of the modern languages. Our aim 
is to give them a good reading knowledge of authors of moderate difficulty and the 
common idiomatic expressions, as well as to ground thoroughly the fundamental prin¬ 
ciples. Thus equipped, our boys find no particular effort necessary to pass the entrance 
examinations of our colleges and universities. 

Mathematics 

Realizing the importance of this branch of study, no student will be excused from 
taking some form of this subject. We endeavor to prepare our boys to enter all the 
leading colleges, as well as to equip them with a good, practical, working knowledge of 
arithmetic and algebra. 


History 

We consider history an important item of a liberal education, and, while requiring 
this subject in the lower classes, we heartily encourage a more advanced course of his-

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tory for the Senior work. It lays the foundation for a more careful pursuit of facts 
in after years. 


Natural Science 

The course is necessarily a limited one, as no previous preparation is contemplated 
for entrance upon these studies in our colleges and universities, and both time and suffi¬ 
cient apparatus are wanting in most of our preparatory schools for any great or decided 
advancement in this branch of learning. 


Music 

Cadets can make arrangements to have courses in music. All of these courses are 
private lessons. Each period of instruction is thirty minutes in length. 

Courses may be had in piano, violin, voice, guitar, mandolin, clarinet, trumpet, 
drums, all band and orchestral instruments. Courses in harmony and theory also may 
be had. 

These courses are under the direction of Capt. Manch, who is a graduate of the 
Sherwood Music School in Chicago in Piano and violin, and studied in Stuttgart, 
Germany, several years. 

Rates for each course are $60.00 for the entire year and a $5.00 deposit which is 
used to take care of the cost of books, sheet music and studies, such as the student 
will need during his course of study. 

Examinations 

An examination is held at the close of each semester, and every cadet is required 
to stand these examinations, regardless of his monthly record. The average for the year 
is obtained from the monthly marks and from the three examinations. 


Graduation Requirements 

Each candidate for graduation is required to attend the Academy at least one full 
school year and to present satisfactory certificates from good schools concerning the 
work completed elsewhere. Before a cadet has been awarded the school diploma, the 
Academic Board must be satisfied that each recipient of the diploma has completed in a 
satisfactory manner the course of work outlined below:

Session 1944-45 


T HIS session will commence Tuesday, the 19th day of September 
and will close the 6th day of the following June. 

Pupils are received at any time, and after the first month 
are charged pro rata from day of entrance. Cadets leaving before 
the close of the session will be charged full rates, unless by previous 
special arrangement, or from serious and protracted sickness. This 
rule is strictly adhered to. 

The session is divided into three semesters as follows: 1st semes¬ 
ter. September 19th to December 20th, 2nd semester, January 8th to 
March 22nd; 3rd semester, March 22nd to June 6th. 

At the end of the first and second semesters examinations are 
held on the work covered during that period and at the close of the 
school in June the final examinations are held which more or less 
embrace the entire year’s work. 

A cadet’s academic standing in all classes is made up from the 
three examinations and the monthly grades and the passing mark of 
75 is required for promotion and 80 for certification.

FINANCIAL 

The tuition for the year is $850.00 payable as follows: September 19th, $450.00; 
January 1st, $200.00; March 20th, $200.00. The tuition fee includes the following 
items: academic instruction in all branches, military instruction, board, laundry, labo¬ 
ratory and library fees, and Diplomas for the graduates. 

The tuition in the Junior Department is $650.00 payable as follows: $250.00 
September 19th; $200.00 January 1st; $200.00 March 20th. The cost of uniforms 
and books in the junior department is $140.00. The required payment on September 
19th is $390.00. 

The $10.00 athletic fee that we charge will allow cadets to attend all athletic 
contests and also the use of all athletic equipment. This fee must be made payable 
to Maj. H. D. Deane, Director of Athletics, on entrance. 

Uniform Equipment 

Cadets are required to wear the uniform at all times during their residence at 
the Academy. Except in cases of extraordinary growth or unusual wear and tear, 
a large portion of the uniform outfit will serve for two or three years. The complete 
outfit for the first year cadet costs $180.00, which must be paid on entrance. A de¬ 
posit of $20.00 for books and stationery must be made on entrance. Total deposit 
on entrance is $200.00.

The Academy operates its own uniform factory and consequently the cadets are 
outfitted on arrival with the necessary garments for the first two or three weeks. Cadets 
are measured and fitted for blouses, overcoat and dress coats by an expert tailor and 
alterations are made from time to time in our factory to take care of growth or change 
in weight.

All checks should he made payable to the Augusta Military Academy and mailed 
direct to the office and not sent to your son for delivery as lie is apt to misplace the 
check or carry it around for about a week before he remembers to deliver it to the proper 
office. 

When cadets enter after Christmas, the tuition charges from January 8th to June 
6th are $500.00, payable as follows : $300.00 on January 8th and $200.00 on March 
20th. In addition to this tuition charge, there is required approximately $180.00 to 
cover cost of uniforms, overcoat, books, etc., as outlined above. This amount must be 
paid with the initial deposit, making a total of $480.00 on January the 8th. 

When cadets withdraw or leave the school a refund only of the unused portion 
of the deposit for clothing, equipment, books, etc., will be made. 

The diploma and credits zvill not be given to any cadet until the account with the 
school has been settled in full. 


Remarks 

I NJURY to property of the Academy by a cadet is repaired at his expense, but the 
cost of repairs is assessed equally upon the members of the corps if the perpetrator 
be unknown. 

Parents should send their sons to school with teeth in good order that dentists 
may not be visited during the session. 

Frequently cadets are allowed too much money for useless expenditure. One dollar 
a week is the greatest amount any cadet should spend for unnecessary things, and 
any allowance above that tends to inculcate extravagance and self-indulgence. See 
“School Bank” elsewhere. 

No cadet will be retained in the Academy whose influence over his associates is 
believed to be bad, and we desire no one to enter who does not intend to be a gentle¬ 
man, and who will be an unfit associate for good boys. 

Cadets aie free to write home at any time. If they make complaint, or report 
any wrong practiced by others, we particularly desire parents to inform us at once, 
that the evil may be remedied, if any exists. 

In case of illness or other emergencies, parents must wire or phone to the Principals. 

The school will not be responsible for property lost or abandoned by cadets or 
destroyed by any unavoidable accident or for accident or unavoidable injury to person. 

Parents are invited to visit their sons from Saturday afternoon until Monday at 
supper roll-call. A visit at other times interferes with the boy’s work.

The teachers are always in charge of the dining hall, and constant 
attention is paid to etiquette at the tables, as frequently boys in large 
numbers are apt to become negligent. 

The Academy realizes that the problem of smoking among pre¬ 
paratory school boys is a very difficult one to solve and our observation 
leads us to believe that no form of regulation or system of punishment 
will entirely eradicate this evil; consequently we endeavor to legislate 
against it and, if possible, to keep it at a minimum. 


The Academy requests that no “boxes” be sent from home except 
during the holidays. The cadets are supplied with an abundance of 
well-prepared food, and “boxes” are not only unnecessary, but also 
detrimental to the physical condition of the boy. 


Each room is inspected several times daily by the officers in 
charge in order that the cadets may learn habits of neatness and 
system. 


Should a case arise when it becomes necessary to dismiss a cadet, 
or when a cadet leaves school either with or without the parent’s 
permission, no part of his tuition will be refunded. This is not the case, 
however, when a cadet is allowed to withdraw on account of sickness. 






The Varsity Baseball Squad 

Experience of many years and observation have proven to us that a preparatory 
school, where the average age is fifteen or sixteen, necessarily should be limited in 
numbers. Regardless of physical equipment and teachers, better results are obtained 
when the heads of a school are able to give personal attention to every boy under their 
care, which they can not do in the case of very large numbers. 

We do not claim to be the cheapest school, nor have we exorbitant fees. A school 
that offers to take your son for a very cheap figure must necessarily give in proportion, 
for experienced and college-bred men demand high salaries, and conveniences and 
equipment require a large expenditure of funds, which a school with low rates cannot 
afford.
